a slmlllar gate near Monterey.

A NARROW ESCAPE 


Slid From the Icy Roof of Ih* New 


City Hall—Caught Himself 


On the Eaves. 


John Shubert. a workman employed 


by James Rowson & Son. contractors 
on the new city hall. Is thanking 
kind providence that ho Is alive to- 
day. or at least not laid up In n hospi- 
tal with severe injuries. 


Yesterday afternoon shortly after 


one o'clock Shubert went out. on tho 
roof of the city hall at the back end 
of the building to clear off the Ice from 
tho valley made in the roof of the 
gable. He was landing on the peak 
of tho roof engaged in cutting the Ice 
loose, and was resting partly on the 
Ice. which was where he was at work 
frozen tightly to the roof. 


Tho lower edge of the Ice near the 


gutter was loosened by the sun and 
ready to let go at any minute.Shu- 
bert did not know this and kept on 
cutting the ice loose on the upper 
edge and working down tho 
valley. 


Suddenly when he was part way down 
tho steep incline, the whole mass of 
Ice gave way and Shubert, Ice and all 
started towards the edge of tho. roof, 
forty feet above the ground at a rap- 
Id nacc. 
Shubert was on his back in his rapid 


slide and was pawing and grabbing 
at anything that would offer him a 
finger hold. 
Ho was unable to grab 


anything to stop 
bis slide 
until 


he reached the eaves which extend 
out about a foot. 
He shot out over 


tho eaves until his legs and part of 
his body were hanging over 
tho 


eaves and It seemed certain that ho 
would be dashed on the nlle of stones 
that had been quarried for tho tower 
and wero nlle.d up below him. 


Tho workmen that saw him fall am! 


to whom It seemed certain ho wotiltl 
he dashed on the stones below anil 
killed- held their breath and 
'shut 


their eyes. 
Right here wa«t where Shubert fool 


cd them. 
As he struck tho gutter 


and his legs shot out over the edge 
he turned onto his face like a cat ant: 
cunk his fingers into the roof at tho 
Inside edge of the stone gutter. For 
tunately he secured a hold and was 
nblo to check his fall. 
He hung 


dangling there over the edge of tho 
caves for some time until ho recovere 
strength enough to pull himself bad- 
Into tho gutter. 


Here he laid for some minutes and 


regained his composure and 
then 
crawled along to a window and made 
bis war Into the 
building. 
Tho 


workmen who saw him fall rusheil 
at once to his assistance but be hat 
pulled himself tin onto tho eaves an; 
was' In the building when they arrlv 
ed.

Mr. Shubert said It was the nar- 


rowest shave he ever hnd and that he 
did a whole lot of thinking when he 
was sliding down the roof and wonder 
ing where he would land.

Mrs. Julia S. Lovejoy Explains the 


Difference Between the Two—An 


Appeal For White Label. 


Editor "Oazette: 
There seems to 


bo some 'misunderstanding about tin 
tiso of the union label and of the 
white label when placed upon goods 
The mission of each Is 
beneficent 


They do not conflict, but should work 
.In harmony with each other. 


Tho union label Is Issued by 
tho 


labor unions, nn organization of pro- 
ducers. 
It Is given to 
factories 


which conform to the rules of the 
union and employ union workers. I{s 
object' Is to Identify goods from fac- 
tories where tho worker's hours of 
labor are reasonable and his wage 
talr. 


Tho white label covers a ground 


which tho union label cannot reach. 
It applies chiefly to tho white muslin 
underwear and womens' 
carments 


made by women and girls. This label 
is given to factories that are clean, 
•well ventilated and well-lighted, who 
do not employ children under the 
factory age. and where tho hours of 
labor are reasonable and the wage 
fair. 


The consumers demand that the 


goods which they wear shall bo made 
In these places, rather than In sweat 
rhops. 
The sweat shop cannot be 


reached bv organized labor, but Its 
product can be refused by organized 
consumers until the merchant finds It 
unprofitable to keep them and tho 
contractor who parcels out work to 
sweat Rhons shall find no demand for 
tholr goods. 


It Is sometimes necessary 
for n 


woman to work at homo rather than 
In a 
factory. 
The 
Consumers' 
league provides for this necessity by 
-in Inspector who frequently visits tho 
homo work room and if It Is clean and 
the famllv free from uisease nnd tho 
worker fairly paid the white label 
Is 


given to theso garments. 


Anvone who iknows about sweat 


shops nnd the filth, disease nnd mis- 
cry which they cover nnd dlssemln- 
ato will wish for their extermination. 


The white label means non-swcnt- 


shons. good hours and fair wages. 


Nearly two hundred women 
have 


plcdced themselves to buy theso gar- 
ments rather than anv other. 
Tho 
list of nlodcos Is crowing and will bo 
much larger. 
These goods Incluuc 


mnslln underwear, shirts. 
corsets, 
wrappers, supporters and 
some of 


them aro kent bv the principal mer- 
chants In this cltv. 


Let UB Increase the demand 
for 
these goods bv buvlnc them.

thereby help the conditions surround- 
ing wording women nnd girls 
and
